C has been frequently repref2nted to Proregsor Ronson, 

by perfons for whofe judgment he has the greateft de- 
ference, that, although the method by which he has hitherto 
conducted his courfe of Le¢tures on Natural Philofophy may 
he the mott profitable to a few of his hearers who have ac- 
quired the necedlary preparation of Mathematiéal knowledge, 
the Iectures would be rendered more generally ufeful if con- 
duétéd in a mdre popular and familiar manner. And it has 
been faid, that, by fuch a change, a tafte for the feience would. 
be more generally diffufed, becaufe it would be made accef- 
fible to a far yreater number of ftudents; among whom, it 
was to be hoped, that many would be found. whofe curiofity 
would by this means be excited to a vigorous profecution of 
the ftudy, in that {cientific manner which Mr Rozrso» = 
fo wich at heart, 

Proressor Rosrson is very fenfible of the reafonablenefs 
of thef fuggeftions, and has been frequently difpofed to give 
way to them,, _But ,he trufts that a candid and intelligent 
Public will not blame his hefitation in a matter which con+ 
eerns the education of youth.’ He fs well aware of the ad- 
vantages which he, fhould derive from changing his prefent 
method for one that will be more amufing, and lefs fatiguing 
tothe minds of the ftudents. But -he fears that they would 
ret fatisfied with the elementary knowledge which they 
would acquire in this manner ; and that, if they be not habi- 
tuated) to) Mathematical difcuffion, their future progrefs 
will hg flow and greatly limited. ‘Thefe apprehenfions are 
joftifed by experience. The fuccefsful ftudy of Mechanical 
Philofophy began in Italy, but received its firft imprevements 
in England; where, by the labours of Wallis, Wren, Boyle, 
Newton, and other eminent perfons of the laf century, it 
‘was foon brought to a degre of improvement which fet that 
nation at the head of the Philofophers of Europe; and. the 
Philofophical TranfaGions of the Royal Society of London 
were, for many years, the monuments of a decided fuperio- 
rity.” Natural Philofophy was thea taught in our Univerfities 
in a way which produced continual improvement, and Fo-. 
reigners reforted to Britain to enjoy the converfation and 
fhare the difcoveries of our Philofophers.. But a,tafte for 
the Viathematical fciences: has gradually declined in Britain, 
and it is ia the publications of the Academics of Paris, St 
Peterfburigh, Berlin, &e. that we mul now fek° for the 
chief improvements in that feience, which was formerly the’ 
boaft of Britith learning. Natural Philofophy is now taught 
in a lefs {cientific manner ; and it may be aflerted with great 
confidence, that the more accurate method, ftill followed in 
the foreign Univerlities, has produced a multitude of publica- 
tions in» all thd branches of Practical Mechanics, to which 
our intelligent engiaeers look up with refpeét, and which 
they confulkt on all occafions. s

ae fuch a knowledge of the fcience as thouid enahle ‘Saen 
ta advance beyond the elementary doctrines taught io as 
Lectures, and, to apply thefe dotrines with fuccels, to the 
improvement of the Mcchanical arts. Thefe purpofes can- 
not, as he apprehends, be fully attained, without a moderate 
degree of Mathematica! preparation ; and his a:tention has 
always been diredted to the fimplifying every inveftigation 
as much a3 poflible, fo that the neceffary preparation in Ma- 
thematical knowledge fhould not exceed what might be rea- 
fonably expected from thofe who have gotten a liberal educa- 
tion. It is more agregabic to, him to have a few ftudents, 

who can derive precife and applicable knowledge from his 
Leétures, than a greater number who could only receive an

But Prorrssor Rosrson is far from prefuming to thins 
that he isthe only competent judge in this matter, and is 
fully difpofed to allow that confider able advantages may arife 
from the more general diffufion-of even elementary know- 
lodges if eure hu talegm ta mraleeo—perpoe ;
